“He made the Sandinistas look 
evil, then Reagan came in and made

The truth is the armed 
forces of Nicaragua consist of only 
40,000 soldiers. They have no vital air 
iforce and no bomber or fighter

“I can only surmise that our presi- 
dent has a defective mind,” he said 
The CIA has taught torture tech- 
niques to Latin American police for 
22 years under the Public Safety Pro- 
gram, Stockwell claimed s ‘ . 

“They picked up beggars in the 
streets and used them for guinea 
; pigs. When they collapsed a doctor 
would come inland shoot them with 
vitamin B to revive them. When they 
. died they were mutilated and thrown 
/ into the street,” he reported ■ s- ' 
Stockwell said members of the 
CIA are red-blooded Americans who 
believe that because their president 
authorized their actions, Congress 
has OK’d them and the CIA has given 
them their orders, they are in the 
right
